Paris, Ju n e 14.— After a battle of 
great fury, which began Friday a f t e r ­ 
noon and continued Saturday an d on 
S aturday night, th e F rench at daw n 
on Sunday defeate d the G erm ans n e a r 
the town of Souchez and drove tho 
kaiser’s troops from the railway stn 
lion n ea r Souchez, a position of g re a t 
strategic im porta nce. 
This victory for the F rench forces 
m a rk s the close of a dlsperate effort 
on th e part of the G e r m a n s to retrieve 
their successiv e defe ats recently in 
the region north of Arras.
